Every Scout attending Owasippe looks for- 
ward to receiving a CAMP NUMERAL on the 
last night of each period. Proudly he has it 
sewn on his right hand shirt pocket... you 
can tell an Owasippe old timer by the numerals 
he wears. 

But the proudest Scout is the one who 
earns a Border Strip. 

There are many camp subjects from which 
a Scout may choose. 

A Border Strip may be earned in Aquatics, 
Craft, Hiking and Nature. 

These Border Strips are placed around the 
outside edge of the Owasippe Camps emblem 
which you may purchase in the Camp trading 
post, and in Chicago from the Camping Service, 
B.S. A. 
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When a Scout has earned all of the Bord 
Strips, his completed emblem resembles the 
illustrations on page three. 

The Scout who has each of the four Border 
Strips is an Old-Timer who has done things 
and been places ... all honor to him! That, 
together with the Eagle Badge and member- 
ship in the Order of the Arrow, is a sign of a 
good Scout. 


Some Facts About The Border Strips 


Before you can qualify for a Border Strip, 
you must earn a 1948 numeral. Only one nu- 
meral will be awarded during the camp season, 

The camp numeral is awarded only after 
you pass the numeral requirements. 

Border Strips may be purchased at the 
camp Trading post and in Chicago from the 
Camping Service, B. S. A. upon presentation of 
this booklet, properly signed. The Owasippe 
Camp Emblem may be Burchesed by any 
camper. 

When a Scout has previously passed a 
greater part of the requirements for the various 
Border Strips, the particular camp department 
is authorized to substitute some camp exper- 
jence of equivalent value in the same field of 
interest.

‘Awarded in ‘Chicago or camp to Scouts who 
in the judgment of their Troop have best shown 
a spirit of cheerful service to the camp and their 
Troop and who have exemplified to a high 
degree the Scout Oath and Law in their daily 
camp life.

HOW TO EARN THE HONORS

That you leave the property of other people 
alone wherever it is. The owner usually 
comes back. (A Scout is Trustworthy) . 

That you are quiet after Taps, before Re- 
veille, and during rest periods. (A Scout 
is Obedient). 


A Good Camper... . 

Washes his hands and face often, takes a 
bath frequently, and washes his own 
clothes. (A Scout is Clean). 

Uses his knife wisely, and not for purposes 
which destroy property or harm the 
knife of other persons.
